The 319 actions that have been performed in the basin have, in many case, been covered by 
CERCLA Removal Authority - as you well know why. The actions to evaluate the Red and 
Bonita have been performed by EPA under Removal Assessment funding and authority, and 
the ARSG has supported this objective. The potential bulkhead option for the R n B has been 
discussed with the ARSG, and there is general acceptance that this makes sense. It would be 
a removal action at this point, and they understand that also. 


The issue for some in the community is the potential for an CERCLA NPL site being proposed. 
However, as many understand, if they want to treat water forever that takes money and a 
responsible/legal entity to perform - industry or government at this point. Otherwise, there is 
not much more to explain at this point, but things are not improving in the Animas. 


Hopefully, that helps.
